As national centers in the ISSN Network, NSDP and ISSN Canada report all of their ISSN 
assignments and the bibliographic information associated with the assignments to the ISSN 
International Centre for inclusion in the ISSN data base and publication in ISSN-related 
products. 


An ISSN record contains essential bibliographic information for the identification and control 
of serials. The ISSN data base contains two kinds of records: 


- FULL records for serials of national or international interest

Using programs developed and run by the Library of Congress Cataloging Distribution 
Service, NSDP-authenticated CONSER records for U.S. titles and titles published by certain 
multi-national publishers are selected from each monthly MARC Distribution Service--Serials 
tape, converted to the MARC-like ISSN format, and transmitted on tape to the ISSN 
International Centre in Paris.

If there is no 
name authority record for the new heading in the authority file, and the 
bibliographic record contains authentication codes "Ic", "Icd", or "nic" in field 
042, complete the authority work or a surrogate with appropriate documentation 
for establishing the heading to the Library of Congress. 


4) Preceding/succeeding entries (780/785) [M] 

Make links both to and from preceding/succeeding records (780/785/580). 

5) Other linking entries (765-777/787/580) [O] 

Record all changes in bibliographically significant relationships to other 
publications as required by the applicable AACR 2 rules and rule interpretations. 
Make links both to and from related records (765-787/580) and give added entries 
when appropriate (700-730). 


6) Subject fields (600-651, 043, 008/24-27) [R] 
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Expand or modify subject headings, geographic area codes, and fixed field 
contents codes to reflect obvious changes in the scope of a publication. 


B4.2.3. Other changes 
1) Subscription data (037) [O] 


If the subscription data is no longer valid, it may be updated or deleted. 
2) Frequency data (310, 321 [O] 008/18-19 [R]) 


If current frequency is known to differ from data in fields 310 and 008/18-19, 
change tag 310 to 321, add a new 310 field, and update fixed field 008/18-19 to 
reflect the new 310. Add relationship dates, when known, in subfield +b of both 
fields 310 and 321. Note: fields 310 and 321 are optional in core records. 


B4.2.4. Changes to pre-AACR 2 records 


With the exception of updating headings to currently valid forms, changes to pre-AACR 2 
records should be made only in the context of the cataloging code under which the record 
was created. If it is not possible to make the changes without creating a "hybrid" record, 
then the record should be converted to AACR 2 (see also specific circumstances described 
below, as well as 3.3. above). 


It should be noted especially that, for pre-AACR 2 records, the bibliographic description is 
based on the latest available issue rather than on the earliest. 


B4.3. 


One of the central innovations of CONSER as a cooperative program has been the 
authentication procedure, whereby the bibliographic description and access points in a catalog 
record are verified as being in conformity with CONSER bibliographic conventions and 
agreed-upon practices. In general, an authenticated record should not be updated merely 
to reflect changes in cataloging codes or CONSER practice. Usually, an authenticated 
record will continue to serve the purposes of CONSER even though the rules and/or rule 
interpretations according to which it was constructed have been superseded. The instructions 
below relate to the instances where this is not the case. 


B4.3.1. Pre-AACR 2 vs. AACR 2 rules of entry 
The criteria according to which a serial is determined to have changed its title (or main 
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entry/title) differ between AACR 2 and earlier cataloging codes. When a change occurs in a 
serial represented by a pre-AACR 2 record, and that change would necessitate a successive 
entry as cataloged under pre-AACR 2 rules, but not as cataloged under AACR 2 rules, update 
the record to AACR 2. 


When a serial entered under a name heading according to earlier rules must be updated 
because the responsible entity has changed (while the title proper has remained the same), if 
AACR 2 rules call for title main entry (or uniform title main entry with place of publication 
as qualifier), update the record to AACR 2. 


If other pre-AACR 2 successive records exist for earlier changes in the main entry heading, 
and the title proper has stayed the same, then these records should be consolidated with the 
revised AACR 2 record. (See C8.2) 


For restrictions on consolidating NLC or ISSN Canada records, refer to C8.1.2. 


In most instances it should not be necessary to alter substantially the description of AACR 2 
records to reflect changes in AACR 2 practice. If, however, the change involves main entry, 
and it would necessitate successive entries according to the rules and rule interpretations 
under which the record was created, but not according to current AACR 2 practice, update 
the description to reflect current AACR 2 practice.

B6.2.2. Core record elements 


© Descripticn: Descriptive data elements coded above as M or MA for core records 
are included as appropriate per AACR2 and the LCRIs. 


© Name/series headings: Name and series headings are checked in the authority file. 
If the name or series is established, the authorized form is used. If it is 
not established, an authority record is created and added to the authority file’. 
Field 042 is coded as "Icd." 


@ Subject headings: In new records, only subject headings most essential to the 
identification/access of the serial are supplied.

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C1.2. National Library of Canada 


As the authority for Canadian imprints, NLC authenticates its own records as well as those 
of others. NLC authenticates titles that have a Canadian imprint as well as certain serials 
that are of Canadian interest. ISSN Canada is the authority for the ISSN and related 
elements in records with Canadian imprints. 


C1.2.1. NLC full level cataloging 


Descriptive elements are reviewed; name/series headings are authoritative. Subject headings, 
LC class number, and Dewey number are assigned. 

Identifying features are "ce", "cf", or "cn" prefixed LCCN in field 010 and code “nic” in 
field 042. Full records are identified by encoding level "b". 


C1.2.2. NLC minimal level cataloging 


Descriptive elements have been reviewed but subject headings are not assigned. LC class 
numbers are assigned to non-government serials. LC class numbers are assigned to serials 
other than periodicals. Abridged Dewey numbers (i.e., 12th ed.) are assigned. 


C1.2.3. NLC abbreviated level cataloging 


Descriptive elements have been reviewed but subject headings and classification numbers are 
not assigned. Series added entries are not provided. Name headings have been established 
according to AACR2. NLC abbreviated recrods are identified by encoding level "7." 


C1.2.4. ISSN Canada 

The ISSN and all related elements have been verified according to the /SDS Manual or its 
predecessor, Guidelines for ISDS. These elements include the 008/20 (ISSN Center Code), 022 
(ISSN), 210 (Abbreviated Title), and 222 (Key Title). Most records authenticated by ISSN 
Canada are also NLC-authenticated. Encoding level "7" signifies that only the ISSN and 
related elements have been reviewed. 


The identifying feature is code “isds/c” in field 042.

C1.3. CONSER Members 
CONSER members may catalog titles at the full or minimal bibliographic level. 


Descriptive elements in all records have been reviewed. Name headings are in authoritative 
AACR2 form per the Name Authority File or AACR2-based. Other identifying features are 
an “sn"-prefixed card number in field 010 and the symbol of the CONSER member in field 
040. 


C1.4. U.S. Newspaper Program 


These records are similar to CONSER minimal level records. Descriptive elements have 
been reviewed. Name headings are in authoritative AACR2 form per the Name Authority 
File or AACR2-based. 


Identifying features are an “sn"-prefixed LCCN in field 010, code “msc” in field 042, 
encoding level "7", the symbol of the USNP institution in field 040, and field 752. (Fora 
list of symbols, see Al.) 


C1.5. CONSER Abstracting and Indexing Coverage Project 


The A&I Project conversion staff did not authenticate records; however, many of the records 
updated have been previously or are subsequently authenticated by one of the institutions 
above. The purposes of the A&I Project include adding indexing and abstracting information 
to records via field 510, as well as adding ISSN and related elements (fields 022, 210, 222). 
On records to which project staff added complete verified ISSN and related elements, the 
National Serials Data Program authentication code "nsdp" was used in conjunction with field 
012 +j P to authenticate the ISSN and related elements while flagging the fact that additional 
bibliographic maintenance done by NSDP has not been done for these records. 


Identifying features are the presence of the symbol "AIP" in field 040 and the presence of 
one or more 510 fields in the record. 
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C2. PARTICIPANT AUTHENTICATION 


C2.1. General Procedures 


CONSER members’ have been authenticating their own records since 1984. Participant 
authentication begins with the review of the contents of a record. All essential elements must 
be present in the record (as determined by the level of cataloging expressed in the encoding 
level). These elements must be technically correct, adhering to the appropriate rules, 
interpretations, and coding guidelines. The record as a whole must also conform to the 
agreed-upon practices outlined in this manual. 


Ail National and Full members must also verify the authoritativeness of all name and series 
headings used in the record. While authoritative headings are not mandatory for minimal level 
records, all headings must be searched against the LC Name Authority File on OCLC and 
must be used in AACR2 form. 


Once the review of the record is complete, certain data elements which are required to identify 
the record as a CONSER record for purposes of record selection and distribution are added 
and/or changed. The identifying elements are an "sn"-prefixed LC control number (field 010) 
and a CONSER authentication code (field 042) of "Icd" or "msc". 


Participant authentication does not preclude the possibility of subsequent authentication. 
However, once a record has been authenticated by LC or NLC with an authentication code of 
"Ic" or "nic", it is not further authenticated by a CONSER member. For online modifications 
that may be made to LC-auihenticated records, see C3 or for NLC-authenticated records, see 
C12. 


New members begin authenticating their own records once the review period is complete. For 
details, see A4. 


CONSER members do not have to authenticate every record they create. They may exclude 
certain records from CONSER, or they may request additional assistance in order that the 
record be properly authenticated (e.g., the necessary language expertise 1s not resident within 


* While all participants in the Program are "CONSER members”, for purposes of this document, 
“CONSER member” refers to an institution other than the Library of Congress or the National Library of Canada. 
Likewise, “participant authentication” refers to that performed by institutions other than LC and NLC. 
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the institution). In such cases, surrogates are sent to LC or another CONSER member, as 
appropriate. 


Surrogates are also sent to LC to substantiate requests for revision or corrections that cannot 
be made by CONSER members (see C3). Surrogates are also required for records with a series 
that has not been established or for headings in Chinese, Japanes, or Korean. For instructions 


on submitting surrogates, see C11. 
C2.2. CONSER ID Elements 


C2.2.1. Encoding level 


When authenticating records, CONSER members use USMARC encoding levels of 6 (full 
level) or 7 (minimal level) rather than the OCLC-defined codes (I and K). This applies to 
original input and authentication of existing records. 


C2.2.2. Record control number 


| All full and associate CONSER members add an "sn"-prefixed LC control number in subfield 

| +a of field 010 if an LCCN is not already present and the record is not previously 

| authenticated. Cancelled, invalid, or unverified LCCNs are carried in 010 +z in both LC 
MARC and OCLC databases. The content of the 010 +a is especially important because it 
becomes the control number (field 001) upon processing in LC. The OCLC control number is 

| moved to the 035 field when the record is converted to LC MARC. For an incoming record 
to replace an existing LC MARC record, the records must match on both the LCCN and the 
OCLC Control Number. 


If an incorrectly input LCCN is detected in a CONSER-authenticated record, the CONSER 
member can consult with LC to determine how to correct field 010 so that the correct LCCN 
is recorded in both the OCLC and LC MARC databases. CONSER members may need to 
delete the incorrect record from LC’s system prior to correcting the 010 in OCLC. It must be 
clear, however, which OCLC control number is paired with which LCCN in the LC MARC 
system before the record deletion is processed. The following information must be verified 
before changing the LCCN in the CONSER database: 


OCLC Record LC MARC Record 
OCLC control number = Field 035 
Field 010 +a = Field 001 
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Once it is clear that a new LCCN needs to be assigned to a CONSER record and that the 
control numbers match in OCLC ana LC MARC, then the following steps are performed to 
delete the incorrect record from the LC MARC system and to add the record with the correct 
number. 


1. Lock the record in OCLC. 

2. Add field 012 +z d.? 

3. Replace and relock the record. 

4. Add the correct LCCN to field 010 subfield +a.’ 
5. Remove +z d from the 012 field. 

6. Replace and update the record. 


Once the correct LCCN has been assigned to the CONSER record in OCLC, a cataloger can 
then make additional changes, as needed. 


CONSER members may also receive a “Bibliographic Record Error Report” from the 
Automated Operations Coorzinator, LC Serial Record Division, that indicates an LCCN was 
input in field 010 in OCLC that is already assigned to a different OCLC control number in LC 
MARC. This situation doesn’t generally require the deletion of a record, but may be resolved 
by inputting a new LCCN in field 010 subfield +a of the record in error.‘ 


CONSER members should consult with LC if there are any questions about assigning LCCN

Code “msc” is used in records for which one or more name headings are not established; all 
headings in the records, nonetheless, must be constructed in accordance with AACR2 


CONSER members may add an 042 code to the following records: 
1) Records originally input. 
2) Existing unauthenticated records 


3) Existing records authenticated by NSDP that have only a code of “nsdp", except 
for prepublication records 


4) Existing records authenticated as "msc" when the institution is establishing 
the headings and changing the code to “Icd". 


CONSER Participants may not add an 042 code to the following records: 
1) All records authenticated with an 042 code of "Ic", “Iced”, or "nic". (These 
records are already authenticated at the highest level; "Ic" and "Icd" records may, 
however, be modified per C3.) 


2) Records with an 042 code of "xic". (Records with code “xnic" may be 
authenticated by CONSER members.)

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C8. RECORD CONSOLIDATION/SEPARATION 


C8.1 Background 


Differences between pre-AACR2 and AACR2 cataloging rules as well as Library of 
Congress Rule Interpretations for AACR2 have, in some instances, reduced or expanded the 
number of bibliographic records currently needed to describe a serial. The procedures in 
C8. describe how to effect the needed record consolidation or separation. 


C8.1.1. General guidelines 


Modify the selected record to conform to AACR2, remembering that this can be done only 
with a piece in hand. If already AACR2, modify to reflect the application of the appropriate 


rule or rule interpretation. 


Record consolidation must not result in the loss of cataloging information. CONSER 
catalogers should evaluate data elements appearing in the superseded record but not 
appearing in the selected record and, if necessary, add or suggest that those data elements be 
added to the selected record. The amount of editing to be done on the retained record is 
determined by the available information in hand and/or issue consulted. 


C8.1.2. Restrictions on processing 


CONSER members may consolidate or separate any sets of records regardless of whether the 
records are authenticated or unauthenticated (unless one or more has been authenticated by 
NLC or ISDS/C). Members do not delete records that are not selected to be retained, 
however. If all of the records are unauthenticated, the CONSER cataloger notifies OCLC to 
delete the record(s). If one or more of the records to be deleted is authenticated, the 
cataloger notifies LC which handles the deletion of the record(s) from the LC and OCLC 
databases. 


1) NLC or ISSN Canada authenticated records 
CONSER members may not consolidate records authenticated by NLC or ISSN Canada. 


NLC will not consolidate records in order to apply current rules and rule interpretations 
which were not in effect at the time of the original cataloging. For more information, see 


| C12.4.2. 
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2) NSDP authenticated records for which there is more than one ISSN 


Because of the importance of the ISSN, which is printed on serials and used for control in 
many files, LC generally will not consolidate records that have more than one NSDP 
validated ISSN. CONSER members must consult first with NSDP before consolidating 
records with valid ISSNs, to know if NSDP is willing to cancel one or more ISSN and to 
find out which ISSN to keep. To expedite processing, notify NSDP via fax. 


3) CONSER authenticated records 
All work to amend the records may be done by the CONSER member but cancellation of 


records must be done by LC to clear the records from the LC data base, as well as the 
distributed CONSER file. See C8.2.4. 


4) LC cataloged records 
Records that have been given full level or minimal level cataloging by LC catalogers may 
also be consolidated by CONSER members; however, LC requires additional information so 


that the cataloging can be verified and internal files maintained. LCC must cancel the 
superseded records. See C8.2.5. 


C8.2. Record Consolidation 


C8.2.1. Definition 


Record consolidation is the merging of information from multiple serial records into fewer 
records, and the deletion of records no longer needed to describe a serial. The records to be 
deleted are called superseded records. Record consolidation involves selecting a record to 
retain, modifying that record, and reporting superseded records for deletion. 


C8.2.2. Selection 


Record consolidation requires the selection for modification of one among several existing 
records and the consequent identification of the supersedea records for deletion. A new 
record is not input to circumvent record sets in need of consolidation. 
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CONSER participants MAY add to, change, or delete fields and/or data elements according to 
the following chart without notifying NLC.

C13.4 Instructions for Completing the Management Statistics Form 
The CONSER Management Statistics form is completed by all CONSER participants, 
including new institutions that are in a training status. The form is completed monthly and 
sent to OCLC at the address given at the bottom of the form. Additional forms are available 
from the OCLC Office of Library Planning. 
Section I 


Participant name. Give the name of your institution. Reports are to be at the institution 
level only. 


Network. Give the network with which your institution is affiliated (e.g., FEDLINK, 
NELINET, etc.). 


OCLC symbol. Give the symbol associated with your institution’s CONSER activity. 


Status. Give your CONSER membership status: national, full, associate, affiliate, or 
training (for new members). 


Signature. Signed by the person submitting the report, usually the institution's CONSER 
Operations Committee representative. 


Period covered. Report statistics on a monthly basis. 
Date Submitted. Give the date the report is mailed to OCLC. 


Section II 


A. Authenticated original records. Give the total number of full/partial or minimal level 
records newly input to the OCLC Online System. Report authenticated records only; 


unauthenticated records are not CONSER records. This reporting category includes NSDP 
prepub records. 
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B. Authentication of existing record. Report first time authentication of a full/partial or 
minimal level records already in the OCLC Online System. Minimal level records in this 


category are those with encoding level "O", "K", or "L" that are changed by the CONSER 
participant to level "7".

M Less-than-fui! cataloging added from 
tapeloading 
Description/Instructions 


The encoding level indicates the degree of completeness of the machine record. Five 
numeric values are defined in USMARC that are used in CONSER records (6, 1, 5, 7, and 
8); one numeric value is defined for use by NLC (0). Four alphabetic encoding levels are 
defined for use in the OCLC online union catalog. 


USMARC codes are used by LC, NLC, and all CONSER members. The order of codes is 
hierarchical, such that a lower level code may only be replaced with a higher level code or 
an OCLC code may be replaced by a USMARC code of the same level. For instance, code 
"I" may be replaced with code "6". However, a higher level code may not be replaced with 
a lower level code; e.g., code "I" could not be replaced with code "K". 
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The codes described below are used by LC, NLC, and CONSER members when inputting 
new records or adapting existing records. 


Level 6 Full level. This level indicates a full level record, one that contains all of the 
elements specified as mandatory by the USMARC Format for Bibliographic Data. It also 
signifies that the cataloging is based on the examination of at least one issue of the serial. 


Level 1 Full level, material not examined. This level is used when the cataloging is taken 
from existing records (catalog cards, online records, etc.) without consulting an issue of the 
serial. These records are generally incomplete in that certain fixed and variable field 
information cannot be known without the serial in hand. This level is used primarily for 
retrospective conversion projects. Level "1" may be upgraded to level "b" by verifying and 
completing the record after examination of an issue of the serial. 


Level 2 Less-than-full level, material not examined. This level indicates a less-than-full 
level record (i.e., a record that falls between minimal level and full) created from an extant 
description of the material (e.g., a printed catalog card) without reinspection of the physical 
item. All the descriptive access points as found on the extant description have been 
transcribed; the authoritative headings, however, may not necessarily be current. Level "2" 
would be used, for example, when only a subset of data elements is transcribed from a 
catalog card during retrospective conversion to the USMARC format. Level "2" is not used 
in CONSER records. 


Level § Partial (preliminary) level. On LC records, this level identifies a record 
containing full LC descriptive cataloging information but lacking an LC call number ("IN 
PROCESS" appears in the 050), LC subject headings, and other subject-related fields (e.g., 
043). LC changes code "5" to code "6" when it supplies these fields to the record. 


NLC partial records contain all information normally provided in a full catalog record, 
including LC class numbers and full Dewey class numbers, but excluding subject headings. 
Call numbers are assigned to non-government serials other than periodicals. Use of code "5" 
on NLC records was discontinued after 1996. 


Level 7 Minimal level. This level indicates a record containing all elements specified as 


mandatory for minimal level cataloging in the USMARC Format for Bibliographic Data. The 
salient feature of records with encoding level "7" is that subject headings are not likely to be 
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present. Four categories of records that carry this encoding level are listed below. 


1. Records based on the elements prescribed for minimal level cataloging as defined 
in Appendix A of the USMARC Format for Bibliographic Data. 


2. Records created by NSDP and ISSN Canada. (Records created by NSDP prior to 
March 1, 1982 carry encoding level "I", which is machine converted to "b" prior to 
distribution of the record.) 


3. Records created by NLC. Starting in March 1991, NLC creates minimal level 
records for certain categories of Canadian serials. Data elements correspond to 
the Ist-2nd level of description as specified in AACR2. Class numbers are 
assigned to non-government serials. Call numbers are assigned to non- 
government serials other than periodicals. 


NOTE: When updating records in categories 1 or 2 to full level, a CONSER member should 
change encoding level "7" to "b". 


Level 8 Prepublication level. NSDP supplies cataloging data based on information 
provided by the publishers in advance of publication. The prepublication records contain the 
basic elements of description as well as the projected publication date (field 263). The key 
title (field 222) is considered provisional until NSDP receives a published issue or surrogate, 
at which time the record is updated for necessary revisions and the record is redistributed 
with an encoding level of "7". 


Level u Unknown. Level “u" is used when an institution receiving or sending data having 
a local code in Leader/17 cannot adequately determine the appropriate encoding level of the 
record. Code "u" replaces the local code. This code is used primarily by utilities for the 
tape-loading of records. The code is not to be used in records newly input or updated. 
Level "u" is not used in CONSER records and, if found, must be replaced before the record 
is authenticated. 


Level z Not applicable. Level "z" indicates that the concept of encoding level does not 
apply to the record. Level "z" is not used in CONSER records.

Level 0 Full level. This code is used only on records loaded from NLC to OCLC and 
output from OCLC to NLC. Level "0" is converted to "6" for display on OCLC, for output 
from OCLC to LC, and for distribution by LC. This code is part of the CANMARC serials 
communications format but is not part of the USMARC serials communications format. 


Level 3 Abbreviated level. This code is used only on records loaded from NLC to OCLC. 
It is converted to level "7" when loaded into OCLC, and output to and distributed by LC as 
level "7." This code is part of the CANMARC serials communications format but is not part 
of the USMARC serials communications format. 


Level 6 Minimal level. This code is used only on records loaded from NLC to OCLC and 
output from OCLC to NLC. Level "6" is converted to level "7" when loaded into OCLC, 
and output to and distributed by LC as level "7." This code is part of the CANMARC 
serials communications format but is not part of the USMARC serials communications 
format 


OCLC-defined codes 


OCLC encoding level codes "I" and "K" are input by OCLC members. Codes "L" and "M" 
identify records tape-loaded into the OCLC online union catalog. If any such records are 
subsequently authenticated and the encoding level is not changed, the alphabetic code is 
converted to the equivalent numeric code or "6" upon output to LC. 


Level I Full-level cataloging input by OCLC participating library. Identifies a full level 
record input according to OCLC’s Bibliographic Input Standards. OCLC members use this 
code to input a new full level record or to upgrade an OCLC level "K" record to full level. 

CONSER members change the code to "6". 


Level K Less-than-full cataloging input by OCLC participating library. Identifies a 
record input online that does not fulfill OCLC specifications for a full level record. OCLC 
members may upgrade level "K" records to level "I". CONSER members change the code 
to a USMARC-defined code, i.e., "7", or "b". 


Level L Non-LC and non-NLM cataloging added from tape. Identifies records tape 
loaded into OCLC Online Union Catalog. CONSER members change the code to a

USMARC-defined code. 
Level M Less-than-full cataloging added from tape-loading. Identifies a less-than-full 
cataloging record tape-loaded from an institution other than the Library of Congress, the 


National Library of Medicine, the National Library of Canada, or the British Library. 
CONSER members change level M to a USMARC-defined code. 


Related fields, etc. C1, C2, Leader/05S. 
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007--GENERAL INFORMATION 


007 fields contain coded information about physical characteristics. Subfield codes are used 
in the OCLC Online Union Catalog but are not established by USMARC. The subfield +a 
code that represents the “category of the material,” determines the meaning of the remaining 
character positions in the fields. 


The 007 field is a core element for microforms and computer files and therefore is 
mandatory in CONSER records. as described. It is optional for cartographic materials, 
sound recordings, and visual materials. For national level records, all subfields are 
mandatory, with the exception of bytes 9-12 in sound recordings. 


Field 007 is repeatable to allow for coding different formats covered by the same 
bibliographic record. For example, a record which describes a videocassette available in U- 
matic, Beta, and VHS formats may have three separate 007 fields. In this case, each 007 
field has the same data elements but contains different values to describe the different video 
formats. When cataloging a multi-format serial that involves different material categories 
(e.g., a map on microform), the field can be repeated to include different 007 fields for map 
and microform physical characteristics. Individual subfields are not repeatable. 


Material Categories and Related Data Elements 
Microform (007/+a = h)

Vesicular - The light-sensitive component is suspended in a plastic layer. On exposure, the 
component creates optical vesicules (bubbles) in the layers. These bubbles form the latent image. 
The latent image becomes visible and permanent by heating the plastic layer and then allowing 
it to cool. Vesicular films are commonly blue or beige in color. They do not appear to have 
much contrast (very high density) until projected in a microform reader. 


Mixed emulsion - A microform has a mixed emulsion. For instance, a microfilm may have 
slices of film with one type of emulsion and other slices with another type of emulsion. 


Not applicable - As microopaques are not on film, such items should be coded "n”.

In the event that the serials cataloger has not been able to determine with certainty the 
frequency of publication, use judgment to decide whether or not to use the subdivision 
--Periodicals. Base this judgment on whether or not the periodical appears to be issued 
regularly. In case of doubt, asume that it is issued regularly and assign the subdivision 
--Periodicals. If a publication is known to be issued irregularly but contains articles, etc., 
and in all other ways appears to be a periodical as defined above, use the subdivision 
--Periodicals. 


Use as follows: 


1. Use --Periodicals as a form subdivision under all headings assigned to works that 
conform to the discussion of periodicals given above. Use this subdivision under topical 
headings, personal name headings, corporate body headings, geographic headings, etc. 
without restriction. When using this subdivision in conjunction with --Juvenile 
literature, construct the heading as follows: [topic]--Periodicals--Juvenile literature. 


© Do not use the subdivision under headings assigned to publications that are revised and 
reissued in full on a regular basis, and are therefore cataloged as serials for convenience, 
but are not periodicals as indicated above. For example, West's Florida probate code 
with related laws and court rules is published annually and is cataloged as a serial, but 
the subdivision --Periodicals is inappropriate for this work. 


2. Works about periodicals. Use --Periodicals also as a topical subdivision for general 
works that discuss periodicals on a specific subject. Do not further subdivide by -- 
History and criticism. For bibliographies, catalogs, idexes, union lists, etc., of 
periodicals, further subdivide --Periodicals by the appropriate form subdivision. 


3. Use --Periodicals as a further subdivision under most form headings and form 
subdivisions, ¢.g., American poetry--Periodicals; Tuberculosis--Statistics--Periodicals. 


Exception: By tradition the subdivision --Periodicals is not used under the following form 
subdivisions:

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CONSER INTERIM GUIDELINES FOR REMOTE ACCESS VERSIONS OF 
PRINTED SERIALS 


As noted in B6.4.3, CONSER members have the option of creating separate records for 
remote access or “online” versions of printed serials, or noting their existence and identifying 
the online location on the record for the original. Currently, the note is given in field 530 and 
the electronic location is included in field 856. Added entries may also be input when the title 
for the online version differs. 


Creating separate records 
In the record for the original: 


Note the availability of the online version in field 530; 

Add a 730 added entry when the title for the online version differs; 

Link to the online record with field 776, and; 

Provide the location of the online version in field 856 (if not already present in the 
record). 


In the record for the online version, 


Describe the digital version using all appropriate fields; 

Add a 730 added entry when the title for the print version differs; 
Link to the paper record using field 776, and; 

Include appropriate 856 fields. 


Single record approach 


In the record for the original: 


* Note the availability of the online version in field 530; 
* Add a 740 added entry when the title for the online version differs significantly; 
* Identify its electronic location in field 856. 


For specific instructions and examples of fields 530 and 856, refer to those fields. and to CCM 
31.3.5. 


A separate record may be created after fields for the single record approach are input. The 
cataloger creating the separate record should also make the following modifications to the print 
record: 


* Link to the online record using field 776, and; 
* If present in the print record, change field 740 to 730.
